HUMBOLDT - Humboldt Coun- 
ty’s Department of Public Works has 
endorsed a series of Grand Jury rec- 
ommendations to shore up the coun- 
ty’s six airports. 

The Grand Jury recommended 
a management overhaul and more 
focused negotiations for a second 
airline. It also urged an interagen- 
cy audit, more timely inspections 
and prompt action to correct airport 
safety weaknesses and maintenance 
backlogs. 

Despite Measure Z funding, the 
go-ahead from Public Works Direc- 
tor Tom Mattson is likely to be con- 
strained by rising costs, staff short- 
ages and depleted passenger traffic 
at Humboldt’s main commercial 
aviation venue, McKinleyville’s Cal- 
ifornia Redwood Coast Humboldt 
County Airport (CRCHCA). The de- 
partment received $79,000 from 
Measure Z to fix hazards there. 

“I agree with most of the [Grand 
Jury’s] recommendations,” Mattson 
said last week, “but it depends on 
time and money.” 

Mattson will spell out his depart- 
ment’s response in full at the July 21 
meeting of the county Board of Su- 
pervisors.

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for a future banquet of opportu- 
nity for cannabis producers. 

An amended Land Use Code 
(LUC) will, if successful, turn a 
troublesome and resource-drain- 
ing industry into a sustainable 
and eco-friendly one that could 
yield major tax revenue for the 
City of Arcata. It’s even centered 
in and near the Aldergrove In- 
dustrial Park, whose light indus- 
tries helped stabilize Arcata’s 
finances through recent decades. 

At the same time, the new 
laws must balance multiple con- 
cerns. The federal government’s 
attitude toward cannabis 
while now somewhat indulgent 
toward liberalized state law — 
has been known to shift, some- 
times abruptly. 

The amended LUC must also 
enforce existing medical canna- 
bis laws, while being adaptable 
to the recreational cannabis le- 
gal environment expected fol- 
lowing next year’s elections. 

Another issue is conversion of 
a largely underground industry, 
aspects of which have long been 
cultured in evasion and con- 
cealment with links to criminal 
enterprise, to one that functions 
openly and above board. 

And, given the high-dollar 
and intoxicating nature of the 
product, secured locations that 
are isolated from schools and 
neighborhoods must be iden- 
tified in which the business of 
cannabis may be conducted. Po- 
lice and city regulators will have 
to enforce best practices and 
code compliance.

McKINLEYVILLE -— _ Businesses 
are moving to new buildings. Other 
businesses are moving into the re- 
cently vacated buildings.

McKinleyville’s Ace Hardware has 
moved out of the old Safeway build- 
ing into a new “two-and-a-half mil- 
lion dollar project,” down the road a 
piece, almost to Murray Road. The 
store’s kitchen department is now ina 
new store across the street called The 
Kitchen Store. Slated for the future 
is a sport and work clothing store at 
Murray and Central. “We'll have to let 
the dust settle first,” said owner Kevin 
Jenkins. 

Ace Hardware’s new quarters are 
open, with customers getting used to 
where everything is. The parking lot 
was full last week and regular shop- 
pers were pleased to see that the old 
popcorn machine had survived the 
move. 

Eureka Natural Foods 

The old Ace store will soon become 
home to Eureka Natural Foods, which 
will take up a portion of the building. 

“The northern half of the building 
will be available,” said Rick Littlefield, 
president of Eureka Natural Foods. 

“There were two buildings origi- 
nally,” Littlefield said, “the Safeway 
store and a hardware store. After we 
go in, there will be 20,000 square feet 
available. And that could be split into 
something smaller.” 

“It’s wide open,” he continued. “We 
have not received any proposals yet.”

Whether the McKinleyville store 
will bear the name “Eureka Natural 
Foods” has yet to be determined. 

Eureka Natural Foods celebrated 
its 30-year anniversary on Earth Day. 
“I’m hoping to open this year,” Little- 
field said. 

Littlefield added that there would 
be an addition on the building but 
could not elaborate, “until we get our 
plans a little more finalized. I think 
McKinleyville is going to like what we 
bring. You can keep them in suspense 
a little longer.” 

BMW dealership 

The BMW dealership bought the 
old Back and Neck Pain Center and 
will tear it down to build a new, state- 
of-the-art showroom. They will make 
their current showroom into a service 
center. 

Matt Brodhag, sales manager for 
BMW of Humboldt Bay, who started 
with the business nine years ago, said 
that “construction will start later this 
summer.” 

The existing showroom will be the 
service center and the Back and Neck 
Pain Center will become “an eight car 
showroom with lots of office space.” 

The firm will keep the two loca- 
tions, which are located next to each 
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seven employees and now employs 16 
people. 

“BMW of Humboldt Bay sells a 
premium product,” Brodhag said, 
“and it’s time to give customers a pre- 
mium place to come get it.” 

New CVS 

Across Central Avenue, the new 
CVS building is in the finishing stages, 
with an opening planned for Sunday, 
July 26. The new 13,000-square-foot 
store is built on the site of the former 
Figueiredo’s Video. 

CVS will move from its current 
small location in the former Lima’s 
building across the street. 

“All the current employees will 
transfer,” said Mike DeAngelis, direc- 
tor of public relations for the national 
CVS. With new hires, the new location 
will have a total of 20 employees and 
be open seven days a week, including 
the pharmacy. 

The pharmacy will have a drive- 
through option, which DeAngelis said 
is “helpful for parents with young 
children.” 

Other amenities at the new store 
will include a kiosk where custom- 
ers can print out coupons, digital 
photo processing and parking for hy- 
brid/electric/low emissions vehicles. 
“We're all about accessiblity and con- 
venience,” he said. 

What they won’t have will be to- 
bacco products. “CVS is the first na- 
tional pharmacy chain to stop selling 
tobacco products,” DeAngelis said 
with pride. That change started in 
September 2014.

There’s no timeline for the project. 
When it gets built will depend upon the 
availability of grant funding. 

A 2014 feasibility study estimated 
that the project would cost about $4 
million to $5 million to build, with 
the most expensive portion being the 
crossing at Little River. 

Don Allan of the Trinidad Coastal 
Land Trust said that the mostly like- 
ly option for crossing the river is to 
build an extension on the west side of 
the U.S. Highway 101 bridge. The path 
would have a barrier separating it from 
highway traffic. 

Before advocates for the project 
could move forward, they needed to 
acquire 14 acres of property owned by 
Green Diamond Resource Company 
at the south end of Scenic Drive. The 
property, which is now owned by the 
land trust, rises above the Little River 
and includes about 1,000 feet of river- 
front property. 

The land was purchased by the 
Trinidad Coastal Land Trust from 
Green Diamond for $80,000. The 
money came from the U.S. Fish & 
Wildlife Service, which funded the 
State Coastal Conservancy, which in 
turn passed the grant funding over to 
the local land trust. 

Allan said that for now, the property 
will be managed as open space while 
efforts continue to build the trail. 


“It’s going to take a lot of patience,” 
said Emily Sinkhorn of Redwood Com- 
munity Action Agency, which is work- 
ing on the trail effort. 

When completed, the project would 
provide bicyclists with a pleasant route 
extending from Arcata to Trinidad 
with either minimal vehicles or zero 
vehicles, depending on what section is 
traveled on. 

From Arcata, bicyclists can now 
travel on the narrow, lightly trafficked 
roads that cut across the Arcata Bot- 
tom. At the Mad River, cyclists have a 
dedicated pedestrian/bicycle crossing 
— the Hammond Bridge — which deliv- 
ers them to McKinleyville. 

The Hammond Trail slices north 
through McKinleyville, from the Ham- 
mond Bridge all the way to Strawberry 
Creek at Clam Beach. Long stretches 
of the Hammond are Class I, car-free 
trails, with some sections sharing res- 
idential streets. 

At Clam Beach, bicyclists can stay 
off the highway and travel on the front- 
age road, which has minimal traffic and 
extends to the Crannell Road overpass. 
That’s where bicyclists have to get on 
the freeway if they want to continue 
north, crossing the Little River and ex- 
iting at the first Westhaven offramp. 

From there, Scenic Drive offers a 
spectacular alternative, with traffic re- 
maining light until the entrance to the 
Cher-Ae Heights Casino. A short dis- 
tance away is the City of Trinidad.

But for all the hazards of 
trekking into new legal and reg- 
ulatory territory, the new Med- 
ical Marijuana Innovation Zone 
(MMIZ) could foster an industry 
that capitalizes on Arcata’s name, 
location and other assets. 

The Planning Commission was 
to get started Tuesday night on 
the new LUC amendment, guided 
by a list of bullet-pointed “Med- 
ical Marijuana Innovation Zone 
General Assumptions” submit-

ted by the Community Develop- 
ment Department. It describes 
the city’s aspirations as well as 
the limits under which the Planco 
must operate. Among them: 

¢ The Planco must operate 
strictly within the law, and lim- 
it its the amendment to medical 
cannabis. Recreational adapta- 
tions will be considered separate- 
ly, when and if recreational use of 
marijuana is legalized (a is widely 
expected). 

¢ While current cannabis laws 
“were designed to keep an indus- 
try in check, the MMIZ is intend- 
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ed to encourage an industry to 
grow and be creative.” 

¢ Cultivation, processing and 
warehousing will take place in the 
MMIZ. 

¢ A broad array of cannabis-re- 
lated products might be made by 
niche manufacturers, including 
edibles, oils, tincture sprays, lo- 
tions and numerous other canna- 
bis derivatives. 

¢ The MMIZ should offer ad- 
equate space for 20 to 30 busi- 
nesses of various sizes. 

¢ The MMIZ should include 
at least four owners, with six or 
more preferable so as to allow di- 
verse ownership and investment. 
Were there to be just a few own- 
ers, misbehavior by one resident 
business could bring punitive ac- 
tion that adversely affects co-lo- 
cated enterprises. 

¢ “Security and containment” 
are listed as “significant con- 
cerns,” with close scrutiny by 
police and regulatory officials im- 
perative. 

¢ Indoor cultivation at the site 
can’t mess up Arcata’s green- 
house gas reduction goals, which 
helped form the premise for the 
Excessive Electricity Use tax that 
cleared the town of grow hous- 
es. Greenhouse cultivation, solar 
energy, energy conservation and 
other harm-reduction techniques 
should be encouraged. 

* Local businesses should be 
encouraged rather than large, 
out-of-area outfits that could dis- 
place local entrepreneuers. 

¢ Businesses must document 
that they are supplying product 
only to legal dispensaries in Cal- 
ifornia. 

* Qualifying businesses will re- 
quire only a ministerial permit to 
set up shop in the MMIZ. 

¢ The MMIZ shall be estab- 
lished within six months.

HUMBOLDT - Candidates are needed 
for more than 200 open seats up for grabs 
Nov. 3 on the boards of schools and special 
districts throughout Humboldt County. 

There are several races in which the 
seats held by board majorities are open, 
meaning that power structures could shift 
in communities if residents so desire — as- 
suming there are enough candidates will- 
ing to run. 

For example, there are three open seats 
on the five-member Manila Community 
Services District Board of Directors. There 
are also three seats — a board majority — 
open on the Humboldt Bay Harbor, Rec- 
reation and Conservation District. There 
are many more scattered throughout the 
county, including the McKinleyville Union 
School District, which has four of its five 
seats up for grabs. 

Special Districts 

e Big Lagoon Community Ser- 
vices: Three seats are open, including two 
four-year seats now held by Barbara Hal- 
ton-Subkis and Jon Spillers. A third two- 
year seat, now vacant, is also open. 

e Fieldbrook/Glendale Commu- 
nity Services: There are two four-year 
seats open, now held by James Crowell and 
Richard Grissom. 

¢ Humboldt Community Services: 
Four seats on the board are open. Three 
four-year seats are now held by David 
Saunderson, Frank Scolari and David Ty- 
son. A single two-year seat is held by Gregg 
Gardiner. 

e Manila Community Services: 
Three four-year seats are open, which are 
now held by Janette Bramlett, Joy Dellas 
and Salena Kahle. 

e McKinleyville Community Ser- 
vices: Two four-year seats are open, now 
held by John Corbett and Helen Edwards. 
The MCSD is Mack Town’s de facto city 
council. 

e Orick Community Services: Four 
out of five seats are open in the burly berg. 
There are three four-year seats held by 
Ronald Barlow, Byron Frick and Bobby 
Secor. There’s a single two-year seat, now 
vacant. 

e Patrick Creek Services: There are 
two four-year seats open, now held by Jerry 


Fowler and Judy Webb. This little district 
serves residents on Patrick Creek Road 
above Clam Beach. 

¢ Westhaven Community Services: 
Three four-year seats are open, now held 
by David Hankin, Gregory Smith and Wil- 
liam Verick. The WCSD provides water to 
residents of the artsy enclave. 

e Arcata Fire Protection District: 
There are two four-year seats open, a Di- 
vision 1 seat held by Dennis Lindstrom and 
a Division 3 seat held by Stephen Tyler. 
Division 1 is roughly McKinleyville north 
of Hiller Road. Division 3 is a funky swath 
that runs from the Arcata Bottom, includes 
parts of northern Arcata and parts of West 
End Road. Visit arcatafire.org and click on 
“Board of Directors “to find a map. 

¢ Blue Lake Fire Protection: A total 
of four seats are open. There are three-four 
year seats now held by Randal Johnson 
and Patrick Lynch, with one seat vacant. 
There’s also a vacant two-year seat. 

¢ Humboldt No. 1 Fire Protection: 
There are four open seats. Three four-year 
seats are open, now held by John Crum- 
ley and Joann Gath, with one seat vacant. 
There is also an open two-year seat, held by 
Kirk White. The district represents the un- 
incorporated areas outside Eureka. It has 
a joint powers agreement with the City of 
Eureka to operate Humboldt Bay Fire. 

¢ Kneeland Fire Protection: There 
are four open seats. Two open four-year 
seats are now held by Michael Davis and 
Elizabeth Watson. Two open two-year 
seats are held by Lindsay Green and Robert 
Phipps. 

e Samoa Fire Protection: Three four- 
year seats are open, now held by Hal Grot- 
ke, Troy Nicolini and Lia Stoffers. 

¢ Humboldt Bay Harbor, Recre- 
ation and Conservation: There are 
three open seats — Division 1, held by Aar- 
on Newman, Division 2, held by Gregory 
Dale, and Division 5, held by Patrick Hig- 
gins.

KIMTU -— A 33-year-old Oregon man died on July 4 in 
the Trinity River near Willow Creek. The victim was iden- 
tified July 7 by the Humboldt County Coroner’s Office as 
Justin Russell Lawrence Bennich from Gladstone, Ore. 

On Saturday, July 4 at about 3:40 p.m. the Hoopa 
Ambulance responded to the Kimtu area for a report- 
ed drowning. Upon arrival, they were informed that a 
subject had become unresponsive in the water and had 
been brought to shore by witnesses at the location. 

Resuscitation efforts were immediately started and 
the man was transported to Mad River Community 
Hospital in Arcata. Prior to arriving at the hospital, the 
man was declared deceased. 

Due to conflicting witness statements, an autopsy 
was scheduled to confirm the exact cause of death. The 
autopsy was completed but the results were inconclu- 
sive. Tissue and blood samples were taken for further 
analysis. It will be several weeks before the results of 
the additional analysis are known. 

Though the exact cause of death is pending, the Cor- 
oner’s Office does not suspect any criminal activity re- 
lating to this incident. 


Two firefighters perish 
in overturned vehicle

WILLOW CREEK - On Thursday, July 9, a citizen 
reported an overturned vehicle in the Trinity River near 
Kimtu Beach to a California Highway Patrol (CHP) Wil- 
low Creek unit. 

The CHP and other emergency personnel respond- 
ed to the scene and located an overturned black Toyota 
SUV submerged in the Trinity River with two deceased 
occupants. A preliminary investigation indicated the 
vehicle drove off Seeley McIntosh Road sometime be- 
tween Wednesday night and Thursday afternoon. 

It was previously reported to the CHP Redding Com- 
munications Center that two U.S. Forest Service fire- 
fighters left work in Salyer Wednesday night and never 
showed up for work Thursday morning. CHP and Hum- 
boldt County Sheriff Department units searched possi- 
ble travel routes and were initially unable to locate the 
missing firefighters or their vehicle. 

The two deceased occupants are confirmed to be 
the two U.S. Forest Service firefighters. They were lat- 
er identified as 29-year-old Dale Alexander Mendes of 
Willow Creek, the driver; and 19-year-old Jason Fritz 
Price, Jr. of Weitchpec, the right front passenger.

EUREKA — Residents used a ladder to escape from a 
fire in their second-story dwelling early Monday morn- 
ing on J Street in Eureka. The occupants of the resi- 
dence had been awakened by the fire and were forced to 
use a ladder to exit from the second story. All occupants 
were safely outside when fire units arrived. 

Fire damage was confined to one room, but there was 
smoke damage throughout the entire residence. 

No injuries were reported. Damage is estimated at 
$40,000. The fire was extinguished in 20 minutes with 
crews remaining on scene for one-and-a-half hours. 
During this time, Arcata Fire Protection District cov- 
ered and handled an investigation call. 

The cause and origin investigation shows the fire was 
caused by a faulty electrical extension cord.

ur story begins just west of 
(pres day Weaverville, 

just 60 miles east of here 
as the crow flies. 

Early the morning of Nov. 5, 
1849, Dr. Josiah Gregg convinced 
eight hungry, threadbare miners 
to walk to Trinidad on the Pacific 
Ocean from Rich Bar on the Trin- 
ity River. He told them it stood to 
reason that the Trinity River must 
flow into the Trinidad Bay named 
by Spanish explorers. Whereas 
the Indians (perhaps it was the 
Tsnungwa people) claimed it took 
two weeks to follow the rivers to 
the sea, however Gregg possessed 
“state of the art” surveyor’s instru- 
ments, therefore they could walk 
a straight path and be in Trinidad 
in five days, as the crow flies. 

Seven weeks later, starving and 
broken, the party, including Lewis 
Keyser Wood, Josiah Gregg, Da- 
vid A. Buck and John Van Duzen 
had a knock-down-drag-out fight 
on the north bank of a swollen 
river. Eventually the river became 
known as the Mad River. 

Christmas day 1849, just west 
of here on the Mad River slough, 
they encountered a Wiyot hunt- 
er/leader and blurted out the two 
rudest questions you can ask a 
Wiyot, “Who are you? Where are 
we?” — thus obligating their host 
to explain to them the history of 
the universe by way of introduc- 
tion of place and person. 

I won’t go that far tonight. 

The Wiyot eventually told the 
party that the water of the bay 
was called Qua La Wa Loo. The 
men envisioned a sea port with 
access to the Trinity mines and 
vast tracts of timber. 

The Union Company was 
formed. They staked out the Pla- 
za over the Wiyot settlement of 


Kori. The men named their set- 
tlement Union Town. They built 
California’s first railroad, a horse- 
drawn plank system that ran from 
the outhwest corner of the Plaza 
onto a wharf extending almost a 
mile out into the bay, accommo- 
dating deep water shipping. The 
“fireproof? Jacoby’s Storehouse 
was built in 1857, where it stands 
today. It became the staging point 
for pack trains to the Trinity 
mines. 

The barrel-making business 
was the largest employer in town, 
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then came lumber mills, boat 
builders, stone quarry and dairy 
farms as the town was becoming 
respectable in size, reputation and 
families. The name was changed 
to Arcata in 1858. The name “Ar- 
cata” comes from the Yurok term 
oket’oh, that means “where there 
is a lagoon.” 

As the gold fields played out, 
the demand for lumber increased. 
Wetlands were drained. The bay 
was diked. Mills were built. The 
railroad improved. Word of this 
labor-intensive boom brought im- 
migrants to Arcata from northern 
Europe to the west coast. How- 
ever the only way to travel to and 
from San Francisco was by ship or 
horse-drawn stage. The shifting, 
rocky terrain north of Santa Rosa 
stopped the Spanish in their quest 
to build missions from San Diego 
to Alaska. 

The Northwestern Pacific Rail- 
road linking Portland and San 
Francisco was completed in 1914. 
The same year, the Redwood Me- 
morial Highway (Hwy. 101) would 
begin a 12-year construction. And 
it was in that year five promi- 
nent Arcatans commissioned the 
famous San Francisco architect 
W.H. Meeks to design a world- 
class hotel where we stand today. 

It is interesting that this loca- 
tion has always been home to a 
hotel. The Eagle hotel was built 
in 1852 here. After it burned in 
1858, the lot was rented to ped- 
dlers who stayed in tents and sold 
their wares. It is the place where 
Brizzard had his first store with 
rooms to let. 

This is the place where Eureka 
contractors Elsemore and Jacobs 
eventually built this “fireproof” 
three-story brick masterpiece. It 
took one year to complete. The 
hotel opened in April of 1915 as 


the Sportsman’s Headquarters. 
Seventy-five guests registered 
opening day, paying $1 for a room 
with a sink and $2 for a room with 
a bath and toilet. An autobus met 
guests at the train station and 
stage line terminal and delivered 
them to the front door. 

People came from near and 
far to celebrate the grand open- 
ing. Arcata residents gathered to 
see first-hand a building so grand 
it could boast electric lights and 
steam heat throughout. There was 
a pistol range in the basement. 


The buzz was created in part 
by the Arcata Union and Eureka 
newspapers, which followed the 
building progress in front-page 
stories every week for a year. 

The celebration unveiled the 
the interior featuring the finest 
collection of mounted game heads 
in California: bear, elk, mountain 
lion, antelope and wolves, all in- 
stalled in the vast lobby by the 
hotel’s first managers, Thomas 
Bryant and Herman Haumann. 
The lobby took up the entire first 
floor of this building and includ- 
ed a fine dining room and lounge 
with showrooms for the wares of 
traveling salesmen, conventions 
and civic meetings as well as a 
barbershop. 

The hotel served as the per- 
manent residence for prominent 
citizens, a cultural destination for 
hunters, fishermen and travelers 
and practically the whole town 
would gather to enjoy Sunday 
dinners here. Because the Hotel 
Arcata was considered the fin- 
est in the county, the film casts 
of the 1916 Lass of the Lumber- 
lands and the 1917 Valley of the 
Giants stayed at the hotel. During 
their stay, dining room business 
increased as many local citizens 


sought opportunities to see the 
movie stars. 

If you have studied the histor- 
ic photos along the lobby walls, 
youll appreciate how little the ho- 
tel has been altered from Weeks’ 
original plan. From the iron and 
hammered cooper marque to the 
cream-colored pressed brick ex- 
terior to the verde antique mar- 
ble facade, the building remains 
faithful to original. Earthquake 
and fire damage have forced 
some alterations. The lobby has 
been partitioned to allow store- 
fronts. The original 48 rooms are 
now 32, allowing more space and 
modern amenities. The gun range 
is gone; the basement, closed to 
the public, holds the furnace and 
a modern infrastructure hub. 

But the clean lines of the 
Craftsman-era exterior remain as 
does the the Beaux-Arts detailing 
in the furnishings and woodwork 
of the interior and one-inch thick 
white tile covering the lobby floor. 

The Hotel Arcata was placed on 
the National Register of Historic 
Places in January, 1984. These 
are some of the significant design 
elements they found distinctive: 

The main entrance has sever- 


al ornate features: the vestibule 
walls are covered with Tokeen 
Alaskan marble, with the floor 
covered with one-inch ceramic 
tile and colored border. The orig- 
inal oak veneer door has been 
replaced with wood frame plate 
glass doors. At each side of the 
vestibule entrance is a partial 
column, constructed of brick, 
with a Tuscan capital and scroll 
entablature. 

A cast metal and hammered 
copper marquee, held stationary 
by turnbuckles, has a shell motif, 
reed moulding, and is fringed by 
small square spaces containing 
glass. The marquee is damaged 
in a few spots, and the wired glass 
that formed the marquee roof is 
no longer there. Above the mar- 
quee, a hood projects from the 
building about 12 inches and is 
the same width as the marquee. 

A fillet and scroll motif mold- 
ing, which extends around the 
south and east sides of the build- 
ing, is continued across the hood. 
The hood is topped with a shell 
crest. 

Within the context of the small 
City of Arcata, the Hotel Arcata 
has made a major architectural 
and commercial contribution. 

On the historic Arcata Plaza, 
the Hotel Arcata has been at the 
hub of Arcata’s commercial dis- 
trict since 1915. Today, the Hotel 
Arcata appears essentially the 
same as it did when newly built 
and in the limelight of Arcata’s 
commerce and community life. 
The Hotel Arcata played a role in 
that era of expanding commerce 
by providing elegant lodging and 
dining for travelers and meeting 
rooms for civic, business and so- 
cial organizations. The style, stat- 
ure, and size of the Hotel Arcata 
made it a prominent structure in 
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1915 and accounts from that era 
describe the pride and thrill of 
having such a building and mod- 
ern hotel business in Arcata. 

The Hotel Arcata stands alone 
in Arcata; there are no other sur- 
viving hotel buildings and the 
only other three-story building in 
Arcata is the Jacoby Building. The 
building continues to convey the 
feeling of community and com- 
mercial life of a small city in the 
early 20th century. 

During the ’70s, the grand old 
building fell on hard times, ac- 
cording to my girlfriend Alison, 
who resided on the second floor 
for a time, sharing a hallway bath 
with other residents until anoth- 
er fire brought a series of renova- 
tions and restorations. The City 
of Arcata bought the building in 
1982 using funds from a Commu- 
nity Development Block Grant. 
Offering a complete restoration, 
the Lorenzo family purchased the 
building in 1986; however with 
so many rooms empty during the 
work, the revenue from the occu- 
pied rooms was not sufficient to 
service their debt. 

It was at that point one of the 
major financiers of the renovation 
assumed the title and manage- 
ment of the Hotel Arcata. Those 
are the people of the Big Lagoon 
Rancheria. 

The tribe, with respect to her- 
itage, architecture and tradition, 
have indeed returned this grand 
place to its original status as a 
world-class hotel. 

I have been part of Dell’Arte 
International in Blue Lake for 40 
years. The Hotel has always been 
our choice to lodge guest artists 
and the Rancheria has been finan- 
cially supportive of our work. 
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A growing Fostrosity 


Some weeks ago this newspaper printed 
a photo of smiling Arcata officials breaking 
ground for the Foster Avenue extension 
project. Here in the Sunset neighborhood, 
along with the noise, dust and mini-earth- 
quakes, we’ve watched a monstrosity grow, 
and I am not smiling. 

This major project is changing Sunset 
in a big way, in a very vulnerable place. The 
exit off 101 around a blind curve and cars 
entering from several other streets, the 
traffic and parking problems related to the 
skate park and the high school sports field, 
plus pedestrians that include Sunset school 
children, high school and HSU students, 
have made this a dangerous area. Now the 
city is adding more traffic right at this spot, 
including traffic from more and probably 
larger trucks. 

The size of this project also suggests that 
there is a lot more to come. We’ve heard ru- 
mors of an apartment building and a medi- 
cal clinic soon to follow. 

Meanwhile the tranquility of Shay Park 
is ruined, as it becomes little more than a 
beauty strip amidst traffic and noise. 

I say “rumors” because citizens of this 
residential neighborhood were not consult- 
ed or even informed of this particular plan. 
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So after more than a decade at this address, 
I find myself living in a different neighbor- 
hood, apparently in a different city. 

All I can do is promise the current mem- 
bers of City Council, smiling so contentedly 
for the camera, that thanks to this project 
and how they've handled it, I will never 
vote for any of them for anything.

Don't let the cannabis industry write its own rules 


alifornia Cannabis Voice 
Humboldt (CCVH) has 
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written a draft ordinance 
that would regulate the marijua- 
na industry and has submitted it 
to the Board of Supervisors. The 
next step in this process should 
be for the supervisors to 
take the draft ordinance 
and shove it in a “public 
input” folder along with 
all the other letters and 
emails it has received on 
the topic of marijuana 
regulation. 

Then the board should 
direct county staff to 
draft an ordinance, start- 
ing from scratch. It’s important 
that this process gets underway 
immediately. The convention- 
al wisdom is that marijuana will 
be legalized in the state by the 
end of 2016. When this happens, 
Humboldt should have a clear or- 
dinance in place dictating where 
and how farmers can grow can- 
nabis. 

This ordinance needs to be 
developed through the people’s 
democratic process, with full 
transparency, not by the industry 
itself. 

But you can’t blame Califor- 
nia Cannabis Voice Humboldt for 
trying. After all, what industry 
wouldn’t want to write its own 
rules? That’s smart business, 
But from a public perspective, it’s 
ludicrous.

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would be like developing a com- 
munity plan for McKinleyville 
starting with a draft written by 
developers. It’s a stinky way to 
start. 

Instead, start the pro- 
cess fresh. Hold public 
hearings. Solicit input 
from everyone. Have 
county staff mull it over. 
Draft an ordinance. Let 
it grind its way through 
Planning Commission re- 
views, then come before 
the Board of Supervisors. 
Input is needed from 
all facets of the community, in- 
cluding environmentalists, farm- 
ers, ranchers, educators and, 
yes, even pot growers. California 
Cannabis Voice Humboldt’s or- 
dinance can be used as reference. 
There are lots of good ideas in 
the draft. It could be a useful tool 
right up there with other letters 
and submissions from members 
of the public and various public 
agencies. 

Another reason to develop an 
ordinance now, and through the 
county process, is to guarantee 
that the new land use rules are 
subject to the California Envi- 
ronmental Quality Act (CEQA). 
As is evident from the thousands 
of water-sucking, stream-killing, 
illegally graded grows dotting 
Humboldt’s landscape, this in- 
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dustry can be an environmental 
nightmare. 

One way to combat an envi- 
ronmentally destructive industry 
is to make sure that when it be- 
comes legit, it has to go through 
the CEQA process. This allows for 
agencies and the public to get in- 
volved and to require the industry 
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to be more eco-friendly and miti- 
gate its environmental damage. 

But without the county pursu- 
ing its own ordinance, there’s a 
very real possibility that marijua- 
na-growing laws could completely 
bypass CEQA. 

California Cannabis Voice 
Humboldt could gather enough 
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signatures to get its ordinance 
placed on the ballot in 2016. If 
this happens, the Board of Su- 
pervisors could either skip the 
election and pass the ordinance 
itself, or leave the issue up to the 
voters. Whether the supervisors 
or the voters pass the ordinance, 
there would be no CEQA review. 


Potsters drafting regs for themselves is just as good of an idea as it sounds 


e are somewhat strange bedfel- 
lows — the Environmental Protec- 
tion Information Center (EPIC) 


is a non-profit based in Arcata devoted to 
the defense of the North Coast’s forests; the 
Humboldt Redwood Company is a forest- 
ry company devoted to managing its large 
blocks of forestlands to provide for long- 
term ecological, social and economic vitality. 

Although we don’t always see eye-to- 
eye, we do agree on this: the marijuana 
“regulation” being forwarded by California 
Cannabis Voice Humboldt (CCVH) is bad 
for our forests. And what’s bad for forests 
is bad for Humboldt County. 

Forests are important to California. Not 
only do they provide us humans with jobs, 
wood products and recreation, they also 
provide important habitat for California’s 
rare and native species, like the Humboldt 
marten and the northern spotted owl, 
fight climate change by sequestering car- 
bon and help to supply clean, cool water. 
But our forests are at risk. Increased for- 
est fragmentation — the breaking of large 
intact tracts of forests into smaller clumps 
— is driven by the desire to make way for 
new residences or commercial ventures by 
clearing forest land. And fragmentation 
poses a serious threat to the values our for- 
ests provide. 
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To promote the conservation of Califor- 
nia’s forested landscape, in 1976 the state 
ordered counties to identify forestlands 
where timber management is the “high- 
est and best use of the land” and catego- 
rize them as Timber Production Zones or 
TPZ. By law, use of TPZ land is restricted 
to timber harvesting and other “compatible 
uses” — those activities, as defined coun- 
ty-by-county, that do not “detract from the 
use of the property for, or inhibit, growing 
and harvesting timber.” 

In exchange for limiting the uses of TPZ 
land, and knowing that sustainable timber 
management is not a get rich quick scheme, 
the state offers TPZ landowners significant 
breaks on property taxes. As a whole, the 
TPZ system has worked: forest conversion 
slowed dramatically and responsible land- 
owners could expect a profit from forest 
management. 

While purportedly a marijuana regula- 
tion, the CCVH initiative would do more 
than regulate pot — it would further open our 


forests to development. Under the initiative, 
commercial marijuana cultivation would 
become a “compatible use” with forestlands 
in Humboldt County. This little change in 
the law could have drastic consequences. By 
opening TPZ land to commercial marijuana 
cultivation, those growing marijuana — Cal- 
ifornia’s most lucrative crop — on TPZ land 
would receive a tax break. 

In turn, because of this preferential tax 
treatment for those growing marijuana on 
TPZ as opposed to other types of land, the 
price of timberland would jump as more 
growers flock deeper into the TPZ land in 
the hills. Therein lies the problem. 

Marijuana production and forests don’t 
mix. It’s simple: trees provide shade, mari- 
juana plants need light. As marijuana grows 
push further into TPZ land, our region’s for- 
ests will become (even more) pockmarked 
with clearcuts and white greenhouses. 

Responsible forestry will suffer. Forestry 
is along game, deriving profit off slow-grow- 
ing trees and long rotation cycles. Inflating 
the price of TPZ land by forcing forestry to 
compete with marijuana, a high-value crop 
with multiple growing seasons possible per 
year, is a losing game. Further, forest health 
is potentially threatened as folks who have 
no interest or knowledge in forest manage- 
ment become negligent neighbors. 


Wildlife will suffer. Large blocks of for- 
est will become fragmented as roads and 
permanent human presence associated 
with commercial marijuana production 
plod further into once-wild places. In these 
areas, the harmful effects of rodenticide 
and other toxicants, diesel spills, water di- 
versions, sedimentation and nutrient run- 
off are more acute. 

Studies have shown that marijuana pro- 
duction deep in federal forests harm the 
rare Pacific fisher. Diversion of headwaters 
likewise threatens the sensitive southern 
torrent salamander and the tailed frog. 
Sedimentation, nutrient runoff and di- 
versions threaten endangered salmon. In 
short, the proliferation of pot in our forests 
is bad for Humboldt County. 

When environmentalists and loggers 
agree, it would be wise to listen: the CCVH 
initiative is bad for our forests and bad for 
our county. While we believe that our mar- 
ijuana industry is in need of regulation, let- 
ting the industry dictate the rules is not the 
smart thing to do.

ARCATA — Jessiah Class loves 
police dogs. He’s raised hundreds of 
dollars in support of the Arcata Police 
Department’s canines.

ARCATA — As we head into 
the final few weeks of the Crabs 
season, Allen Smoot is putting 
together quite a case to be named 
the team’s 2015 Most Valuable 
Player. 

Smoot has been solid the 
whole season, but lately, his num- 
bers are just plain gaudy: From 
July 5 to 12, Smoot hit .720 (18- 
for-25) with 11 RBI, five runs and 
five doubles, sending his season 
average soaring above the .400 
plateau. 

“He puts a good swing on the 
ball,” Manager Tyson Fisher said of 
Smoot. “He’s on time, more often 
than not, and when you swing the bat 
well it’s pretty fun as a hitter.” 

And with Smoot leading the charge, 
the Crabs have put together a six- 
game win streak and sport a tidy 26-7 
record. 

Of course, it hasn’t been all Smoot, 
not even close. The Crabs are getting 
contributions from just about every- 
one during their current run. The of- 
fense has turned up the power to the 
tune of six homers in six games after 
amassing just seven in the first 27 
games of the season. And the pitching 
is settling into a solid groove, allow- 
ing six TOTAL runs over the last 44 
innings. 

“There was a lot of good this week- 
end, all week long,” Fisher said. “The 
starting pitching’s been really, really 
good. I think that guys are starting to 
get their arms in shape, to where they 
can go deeper and deeper into ball- 
games.” 

That run dates back to the second

Humboldt’s airports slack on safety, repairs

HUMBOLDT —- Murray Field’s used 
landing beacon is not adjusted to the cor- 
rect angle and it can momentarily blind pi- 
lots as they land at night. 

Pilots and neighboring homeowners 
have made the Humboldt County Depart- 
ment of Public Works aware of the danger, 
but the beacon has not been replaced. 

Murray’s runway edge lights are out, an- 
other threat to operational safety. 

California’s Division of Aeronautics is- 
sued orders late last year for the remoy- 
al of trees (25 to 30 feet tall) and bushes 
northeast of the Murray runway. Further, 
runway, taxiway and ramp pavements are 
in disrepair and preventive maintenance is 
needed to stave off further deterioration. 

These are among the findings and rec- 
ommendations of a recent Humboldt 


County Grand Jury investigation of Hum- 
boldt’s five general aviation airports, Mur- 
ray Field among them, plus the commer- 
cial California Redwood Coast Humboldt 
County Airport in McKinleyville. 

The Grand Jury faulted Humboldt’s De- 
partment of Public Works, led by Direc- 
tor Tom Mattson, for failing to share the 
results of Division of Aeronautics annual 
reviews with the county’s Airport Adviso- 
ry Committee, which reports to the county 
Board of Supervisors. 

In its May findings, the Grand Jury stat- 
ed “it could not find evidence, through ob- 
servations or interviews, that issues identi- 
fied in the Caltrans Division of Aeronautics 
inspection notification letters have been 
addressed at any of the [county’s] five gen- 
eral aviation airports.” 

Hence, the importance of Mattson’s 
agency sharing the Aeronautics Division’s 


reports with the Airport Advisory Com- 
mittee. 

Garberville Airport, used heavily by 
the state’s Department of Fire Protection 
(CalFire) during the regular fire season, 
suffers from crumbling asphalt, faded 
runway holding position markings and 
hazardous trees that compromise opera- 
tional safety. 

Rohnerville Airport, just south of For- 
tuna, also used extensively by CalFire, has 
cracking runway and taxiway asphalt and 
obstructive trees at the end of the runway 
that constitute a risk to heavily loaded fire- 
fighting aircraft. 

Kneeland Airport, a CalFire Helitack 
base, is short of runoff area at both ends of 
the runway. Likewise, numerous trees both 
east and west of the runway, and several 
more to the northwest of the runway’s ap- 
proach end, should be topped or removed 


to shore up operational safety. 

An Aeronautics Division inspection last 
January found that Dinsmore Airport, 
some 82 miles southeast of Eureka and a 
CalFire bivouac with a lone wooden storage 
building, has no landing beacons (prevent- 
ing night use) and numerous trees south of 
the runway that should be removed or en- 
hanced to meet airport design obstruction 
standards. 

All five of the county’s general aviation 
airports warrant tree topping or removal, 
the Grand Jury found. 

Pavement repairs are needed at Murray 
Field and at Garberville and Rohnerville 
Airports. 

The Department of Public Works should 
verify hangar rent income and institute 
revenue recovery from delinquent tenants 
at Murray Field and Garberville Airport, 
the jury recommended.

Supervisors should so- 
licit realignment proposals 
from the county’s Airport 
Advisory Committee, the 
Grand Jury said. It called 
for the board to direct the 
County Administrative Of- 
ficer to audit the internal 
procedures between the 
two divisions to ensure 
the overlaps are eliminat- 
ed. There was no mention 
of how much money that 
might save. 

Apart from the reorga- 
nization, the Grand Jury’s 
May report — 15 findings 
and 15 recommendations 
— zeroed in on the failure 
to attract a second airline to 
the McKinleyville facility. 
A single point person who 
can provide “a rapid re- 
sponse time is imperative” 
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in dealing with the highly 
competitive commercial 
airline industry, the pan- 
el concluded. That person 
should have full negotiating 
authority with “a direct line 
of communication to the 
Board of Supervisors.” 

“A process with the least 
bureaucracy possible is 
needed,” the jury added, 
rebuking county leaders for 
failing to deliver. “To date, 
no new offers have been 
presented to the county 
even though various coun- 
ty officials routinely attend 
nationwide airline recruit- 
ment meetings” and Fly 
Humboldt, the grassroots 
lobby for expanded air ser- 
vice, has raised more than 
$1 million in seed money.

cial foresight was also to 
blame for the loss in 2012 
of American Airlines’ offer 
of local service to Los An- 
geles, the grand jury found. 
“The county spent millions 
of dollars at CRCHCA to 
renovate the terminal and 
improve the runways and 
yet, when air service was 
reduced to one airline 
(United Express), there was 
not a mechanism in place 
to secure MRG (minimum 
revenue guarantee) funds 
for negotiations to recruit 
additional air service.” 

The failure has been 
calamitous for air traffic. 
Between 2007 and 2013, 
McKinleyville enplane- 
ments plunged to 56,682 
from 105, 969, costing vital 
federal dollars, which are 
apportioned by a formula 
linked to the number of an- 
nual enplanements. 

The loss of passenger 
traffic sets off a fiscal chain 
reaction: sharply reduced 
ticketed passenger fees, 
parking fees and fuel sales. 
The airport’s fuel reve- 
nues sank further when 
the Coast Guard installed 
its own tank in fiscal year 
2011-2012. 

There is another cost 


impact from reliance on a 
lone airline. The Aviation 
Division pays $32 an hour 
for airport security services 
provided by the Humboldt 
County Sheriffs Depart- 
ment. The federal Trans- 
portation Security Admin- 
istration reimburses at $20 
an hour. 

The division subsidized 
the difference of about 
$85,000 in fiscal year 2014- 
2015 alone. The Grand Jury 
recommended that Sheriff 
Mike Downey and the divi- 
sion work out ways to lim- 
it the differential, but the 
Grand Jury did not outline 
a strategy for the parties to 
consider. 

The Aviation Division 
has fallen short of a bal- 
anced budget for fiscal year 
2015-2016, owing in part to 
an unanticipated $145,000 
expense for tree topping 
services in the CRCHCA’s 
flight path — a cost which 
the county’s small-scale, 
general aviation airports 
also face. All of them need 
trees topped or removed. 

The division’s past is 
budgeting prologue: its 
overall fund balance has 
been in the red since fis- 
cal year 2009-2010, the 
year Delta abandoned the 
McKinleyville facility.

has 19 budgeted positions, 
but seven are frozen — no- 
tably including the Airport 
Manager. Mattson oversees 
the agency, which finances 
a mere 16 percent of his sal- 
ary — self-evidently neither 
a budgeting nor a manage- 
ment priority. 

The Grand Jury learned 
that the division’s responsi- 
bilities and operations had 
not been reviewed since 
2005 — some 10 years — 
and the only airport inves- 
tigated at that time was the 
then-named Arcata/Eureka 
Airport. 

Not one of the five gen- 
eral aviation airports was 
examined, where the jury 
found a series of safety 
hazards and maintenance 
backlogs. Murray Field 
needs a new landing bea- 
con, for example, and its 
runway edge lights don’t 
work. 

The panel _ pointed- 
ly called on Mattson and 
the Department of Public 
Works to deal “in a time- 
ly manner” with enhanc- 
ing the operational safety 
of each general aviation 
airport, as mandated in 
the annual inspection and 
notification letters issued 
by California’s Division of 
Aeronautics in the Depart- 
ment of Transportation.
